At a term o! miscellaneous court held 


on Tuesday a rather sensational develop- 
ment occurred in the case of a BedminBter 
school teacher named Ott. The court 
stated that it was surprised to receive the 
written resignation of Constable Harvey 
K. Myers, of that township. 
The court 


was surprised because Myers had recently 
reported a serious violation of the law, 


largely at- Land asked permission to make a return 


ahead of the asual time, BO imperative did 
he regard the matter, which proved to be 
the allegation that Ott hud furnished liquor 
to his older pupils, keeping them in school 
after the younger children had left. 
It 


was stated that one of the pupils had ob- 
tained the liquor at Ott'B request and that 
it was drunk in the school room. 
Ott is 


himself a minor. In view of these facts 
the court declined to accept the Constable's 
resignation and directed that the return, 
which he had been given permission to 
make it his own request, should be prompt- 
ly forthcoming or the District Attorney 
should proceed against the Constable. 
0pon a former occasion Myers failed to 
make return of a case, but was excused as 
it appeared his mistage was not inten- 
tional. The nature of the offence charged 
in this particular case is so unusual that 
notwithstanding the teacher's youth it will 
attract considerable attention. 


Durinc the session of court Judge Yer- 


kos referred in most complimentary terms 
to the late Court Crier, Frank N. Booz, 
describing him as one possessing unusual 
(ualifioations for this office, and one who 
discharged his duties in an intelligent, 
prompt and faithful manner, showing 
great fidelity to the public service. 
The 


court then appointed Tipstaff Charles D. 
Bigley as Crier, stating that Mr. Bigley was 
equally qualified for the place. 
Mr. Big- 


ley's appointment and the death of the late 
Sheriff Wilkinson leaves two vacancies in 
the force of tipstaves. Judge Yerkps said 
he would like to secure men whose concep 
tion of their duties would embrace atten- 
tion to the needs of Court and Bar, and 
not men who expected to be waited upon 
themselves. 


Judge Yerkes sounded another warning 


to hotel keepers during the transfer of li- 
censes. The court stated that many inn- 
keepers failed to recognize the fact that 
the law prohibits drunken barkeepers about 
a hotel as well as drunken landlords. 
It 


is common to see drinking men as barten- 
ders, in various parts of the county, in- 
cluding DoylestowB. Judge Yerkes stated 
that he was weary of warning landlords in 
this matter and would now proceed to re- 
voke licenses wheie the law is violated in 
this respect, 


With the county campaign months ahead 


it is rather remarkable that effoit should 
already be made to continue the factional 
feeling that prevailed in the county last 
fall over the Assembly matter. 
In the 


effort to prolong this undesirable situation 
the Treasurer nomination has been util- 
ized. 
At Doylestown the Intelligencer 


has editorially announced thatPaxsoi and 
Knight are ring candidates, and therefore 
should be turned down by the party. 
While the statements are not framed in 
scoh positive language the inference is 
plain. This means that the paper respon- 
sible for a great deal of local trouble, a pa- 
per that has assailed national and State 
politics, is again desirous of creating dis- 
cord in the party. At the county seat 
Republicans of both the factions that ex- 
isted last fall have been prompt in their 
condemnation of this course. 
A very 


strong anti-Quay Republican stated that 
the article referred to was unwarranted, 
untimely and extremely indiscreet and de- 
served censure. 
The Quay sympathizers 


take the same view. Both Paxson and 
Knight have been candidates before, and 
the matter of the so-called ring or anti- 
ring feeling had not been considered or 
discussed by either side. 


Both candidates are very reputable men 


and have perfomed their duties as Repub- 
licans t6 the best of their ability. 
These 


facts make the attack upon them altogeth- 
er uncalled for at this time, as neither has 
been charged with any offence toward in- 
dividuals or factions. It is regretted here 
that any effort s*oud be made to stir up 
discord. As regards the candidates^them- 
selves such allegations are regarded as un- 
fair because they cannot be expected to 
offend any Republican who may favor their 
candidacy by stating that they do not care 
for his support. There is a disposition 
on the part of most Republicans to avoid 
any unpleasant complications this fall, 
and the few individuals and papers that 
see fit to nourish their rancor will not 
have the endorsement of a large following. 
It is significant that in this instance the 
attack comes from a source that has never 
been in the past twenty years of the slight- 
est service to the party in any respect. 


Town Council was reorganized for the 


ensuing year at noon on Monday by- the 
re-election of President Kramer. 
An 


effort to elect a clerk was futile, every bal- 
lot resulting in a tie. 
The candidates 


were ex-Councilman Stillwell and J. Free- 
man Hendricks. There are also two can- 
didates for Treasurer and Solicitor, Henry 
O. Harris, Esq., who now occupies the 
office, and John L. DnBois, Jr., Esq. 
There is a Republican majority of one in 
Council. 
T. O. Atkinson, Republican,' 


was ill and could not attend the meeting. 
His vote at the regular meeting will decide 
the clerkship matter. 
Treasurer Harris 


submited a statement to Council showing 
a balance of nearly $300 in the treasury, 
quite a novel situation, as there is usually 
a deficit.

It is writ- 
ten generally by an old bachelor or an old 
maid, who ia without prejudice against any 
particular baby, but wouldn't know, if 
handed a living specimen, which end to 
hold up. 


For instance, 
a "Country 
Mother" 


writes to f weekly paper, stating that she 
is trying to bring her baby up in a scien- 
tific manner. 
Why, good woman? Why? 


Did your mother bring you up in such a 
manner? If she did she should have im- 
parted tht secret to you. The calf is not 
brough, up in a scientific manner, neither 
the colt, the lamb, nor else the pig, but 
the fact roust be admitted that they get 
there just the same. So far as furnishing 
them with food is concerned the-breeder 
attends to the part that the maternal 
fount cannot supply, and the food is good. 
This, can hardly be called science nor 
more than plain common sense. The 
mother of a child should exercise common 
sense, and she will not be writing to the 
city from u farm to ask at what temperature 
good cow's milk may be given to her child. 
Neither would she pay the slighetst atten- 
tion to tho instruction that the natural 
milk must not be used until cool, and must 
be cooled rapidly, lest bacteria develop 
therein. Alas, that the mothers of a gen- 
eration ago had never heard of bacteria, and 
so could not enjoy the misery of knowing 
that when the youngsters took a drink of 
cow's milk they were more than likely to 
be filling themselves wih the germs of for- 
ty or flftj fatal maladies, and the youngs- 
ters, not conscious of this either, lived 
and thrived and are now the parents of 
other youngsters whom they are raising by 
scientific instructions that sift from a 
medical cyclopedia through the depart- 
ments of special writers. 


The woman who knows nothing of babies 


herself, lias no mother or other-in-law, or 
friend who is a mother, or no family doc- 
tor, no material instinct, and no brains, 
would do the country a service by avoiding 
the bnrdt ns of motherhood. 
If a woman 


has a baby, let her rear it as God Intended, 
nourish it at her breast if strength per- 
mits, refrain from stuffing it with "pre- 
digested" rubbish, and her offspring will 
have a better chance of coming triumphant 
through the ills of infancy than if brought 
up with all the precision that hedges about 
the incubator chick, Much of'the clap- 
trap written about the rearing of babies 
would, if followed, have a dreadful ten- 
dency to kill off the innocents. The great 
beauty of the situation is that the aver- 
age grado of intelligence is such as pre- 
cludes more than an occasional attempt at 
the commission of this folly; and it is nev- 
er repeated for the second baby in that 
family.—Ex.

Nature's busy queen sets a good exam- 


ple which mankind may profitably follow. 
Does not the careful home-keeper know 
this? The spring days are her days for 
the delightful duties of house-cleaning. 
How1 cheerfully she welcomes them! She 
has no friendship for dust or dirt. They 
are her stealthy enemies, these and the 
lurking cobwebs. 
When the time comes 


to banish such disturbers of her peace of 
mind, how keenly her soul rejoiceth. The 
true woman, the good house-keeper, adores 
cleanliness. She has a perennial affection 
for tidiness. 
When these beautify her do- 


main she knows that she is not removed 
from godliness. Whether or not they im- 
part a condition of tranquillity which re- 
ligion fails to bestow I am not prepared 
to say. 


Nature says, 'let there oe beauty.' The 


aood house-keeper says,Met there be clean- 
liness.' Everybody ought to say, male, 
female, or boy, 'let there be tidiness.' 
Cleanliness and tidiness should pioclaim 
their empire out of doors as well as in- 
doors. Neither in street nor alley, nor on 
the sidewalk, should there be any unneces- 
sary object to offend the eye and waken 
disagreeable comment. 
Why should any- 


body be indifferent to the town's appear- 
ance? 
Parents are expected to teach 


their children many things. Should they 
not consider it their duty to teach them to 
be tidy and careful? 
A neat-appearing 


child reflects paternal care; a sloven does 
not. 
You can read in the child's appear 


ance the character of the parent. Whence 
come those papers, and the various forms 
of rubbish, that are carelessly tossed into 
the street, to be blown hither and thither 
nt the sport of the wind. Boys and girls 
are naturally fond of oranges, as other 
people are, but it does not follow that they 
must throw bits of peel on the sidewalk, 
thus giving proof of their carelessness and 
thoughteasness, as well as the neglect of 
proper instructions at home. An orange 
peeling on the sidewalk might harbor a 
danger in disguise. This innocent look- 
ing bit of color, a_nd also the yellow jacket 
of the fragrant banana, have been known 
to cause "plaguy mischiefs and mishaps." 
An ash heap, however shapely or symmet- 
rical it may be, is neither a "thing of 
beauty" nor "a joy forever;" and not one 
human eye, refined or unrefined, takes, de- 
light in catching glimpses of such an un- 
couth object, even when it imagines itself 
to be hidden from the public gaze in some 
obscure alley. "Keep ott the grass," is a 
useful admonition. "Keep the alleys clean 
and decent," is one that would produce 
good results if generally heeded. 


Did anybody ever discover the slightest 


symptom of beauty in an old, rusty, bat- 
tered tin can, which is too often the chief 
object to arrest attention in an open lot? 
Is the open lot to be forever the advertis- 
ing ground of local s)o» enhness—the estab- 
lished receptacle or riffraff and out-scour- 
ings? "Pope says, "order is Heaven's first 
law" but the convenient open lot seems 
to recognize no other law than that of dis- 
order, a law that is not celestial. 


It is said that "a word to the wise is suf- 


ficient;" and a word to the tidy, to the 
orderly, to those who have the power to 
abate nuisances, should likewise be suffic- 
ient. 
There is no comfort in the reflec- 


tion that, when one's friends come to Bris 
tol, or when strangers haopen to arrive 
either on business or for pleasure, they 
must witness objects that offend 
their 


eyes and our own, which cause oui cheeks 
to mantle with an instant blush, and make 
us feel ashamed to have the noisome sights 
exist as though they were a fixed feature 
of the town's character and the people's 
habite. The good housekeeper would not 
be content to accept Puck as her guide and 
philosopher, who pithily says, 


i 
"Not a mouse 


Shah disturb this hallow'd house; 
I am sent, with broom, before, 
To sweep the dust behind the door;" 
and no good citizen who has proper regard 
tor the reputation of our town, and who 
would keep flaws from attaching them- 
selves to its good name, would heedlessly 
treat the open lot as though it were only 
fit to illustrate on a broad scale Puck's 
handy example of sweeping "dust behind 
the door."

Court were placed, in the hands of th 
Committee ot Congress charged at abou 
the same time with the Investigation 
the subject, and the very efficient an 
beneficial action of that committee, follow 
ed by the legislation upon the subjeai 
contained in the act of March 8, 1801 
renders further action by the Departmen 
unnecessary,"

mund Goslln, ion of Samuel Goslln, of 
Newportville, arose from his bed at his 
Home on Marshall street, Philadelphia, to 
'o to hi* daily work. He wa* one of the 
Idest engineers in the employ of the 
Reading Railroad, and was well known in 
his section, After dressing, he went to 
a shelf and got a bottle containing aquan- 
ty of carbolic acid, which hao. been In the 
louse for some time and drank the poison, 
le died a few hours later at the St. JOB- 
jph's Hospital. 
The deceased's mother, who is an aged 


woman of 84 years, has been prostrated by 
;he intelligence of her son's death, and 
'ears are entertained of her recovery. 


It is the belief of his relatives that 


Goslln was driven to take his-life by a sud- 
den dread of being unable to handle his 
engine. Ill health and the «.citement of 
a religious conversion had contributed to 
the unsettling jof the man's mind. 


Goslin was 57 years old. 
He ran a 


switch engine on the North Eenn Branch 
of tne Reading, hauling freight between 
the Willow street wharf and the station at 
Berks street. He had been in service of 
the road twenty-eight years, a period not 
equalled by any engineer ofl the division. 


The veteran engineer took "great pride 


in his work. The men who had worked 
with him said that frequently he would not 
stop to eat, and that he spent his Sundays 
burnishing up his locomotive, instead of 
taking the time for rest. 


Several months ago, in trying to run his 


engine the longest time possible before re- 
porting to the repair shop, though its boil- 
er was leaking badly, he "burned" it by 
allowing it to run with top little water. In 
consequence he was laid off 
for two 


months. 
During that time he brooded continually 


over his humiliation and began to lose 
confidence in himself. He returned to his 
work, but soon after was compelled to 
stop because of his increasing ill health 
and mental disturbance.' 


On Monday of last week he again took 


charge, of an engine, This time *he sand 
box failed to work. Several times the 
wheels of the locomotive went spinning 
around, and the train did not move.

A. Barrett, Manus McGinley, Abram Et- 
tenger, William Joyce and Doron Green. 


The treasurer reported that he had re- 


ceived $110 from Tax Collector F. I. Kraft 
and $12 for tuition from non-residents. 
Bills amounting to $05.89 were read and 
orders drawn for the amounts. It was de- 
cided to close the schools on Good Friday. 
The superintendent and principal of the 
high school were .authorized to make the 
arrangemments for the annual commence- 
ment to be held in June. 


The Superintendent's report for the 


school month ending March 6th is as fol- 
lows: 
Number enrolled, 838; greatest 


number present, 781 j least number 'pres- 
ent, 632; average attendance, 703; per 
cent, of attendance, 86 j present every half 
day, 251; new pupils admitted, 24; number 
promoted, 11.

Each 
of the cars is 42 feet in length, with seats 
for fifty-two passengers, centre aisles, 
vestibnled platforms and eight-wheeled 
trucks. They are the most improved type 
of trolley cars in use on any street railway 
in the country.

Orders for a large 
number of passenger coaches, of similar 
design, for use upon the electric railroad 
from Allentown to Philadelphia, are now 
being filled.

ohnson syndicate proposes to use in 
Philadelphia, when a franchise for a three- 
•cent fare, free-transfer system, is obtained.

"Pain is a great mystery," remarked a 


physician of this city who has a fondness 
for the recondite side of bis profession. 
"It is.claimed by certain theorists that 
people who are placed under the inflnence 
of an atitesthetle for inrgical operations 
really suffer everything they would other 
wise, but forget about it when they re- 
turn to consciousness, and a good many 
ingenious arguments are advanced to 
support the proposition. It is rather a 
ghastly idea, and I am glad to say that 
tbe real evidence Is all the- other way, but 
it Is a pretty well established fact that 
certain anesthetics—-ether, for Instance, 
and nitrons oxide ga»—will sometimes 
prevent suffering without destroying con- 
sdoosnexs of pain. 


"That sounds like a paradox and Is 


somewhat difficult to explain without be- 
coming more paradoxical still. The ef- 
fect of tbe antithetic m the strange 
cases .to wblcb 1 refer is to render pain 
pleasant. 
While apparently insensible, 


the patient Is fully conscious of every- 
thing that is going on, and tbe nerves re- 
spond' OH readily ns ever, but Instead of 
producing physical discomfort tfie effect 
li exactly the reverse. 


"I have encountered several anomalies 


of that kind and one quite recently. The 
subject was a middle aged man whose 
foot had been Injured In an accident. I 
had to amputate tbe two last toes, and 
the operation, wblcb was under ether, 
lasted aliont 20 mlodtct. When the man 
recovered from the Influence of tbe drug, 
he tried to tell me about his sensations, 
but although be struggled bard be could 
find no words in wblcb to exprem them. 
'I felt all the pain,' he said, 'but some- 
how It didn't hurt me.' Then It wasn't 
pain,' said I, endeavoring to draw him 
out 
'Oh, yes It was,' he replied earnest- 


ly, tut 1 liked It; I didn't want yon to 
Stop.' He repeated a number of things 
that had been said daring the operation 
and It was evident that be had been 
conscious all the while—at least conscious 
of bis surroundings. 


"The other patients seemed to have bad 


practically the same experience'and en 
countered the samo difficulties In making 
themselves understood. They were try- 
ing to express the. Inexpressible, 
Such 


Instances are, of course, rare, but they 
are'familiar to almost every surgeon In 
general practice. Explain them? I don't 
attempt to."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.
